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State Police Called Into Falling Ice Mystery 


Pennsylvania’s entire 
State 
Police force has been thrown 
into the battle to determine the 
source of the numerous pieces 
of Ice which apparently have 
been 
pelting 
the 
Common­ 
wealth. 
Lower Bucks has receive'd its 
share of celestial ice. One large 
piece, about IOO pounds, was dis­ 
covered 
near 
Minder 
Village 
Monday^ However, this was per­ 
mitted to melt. 
.Another piece, much smaller. 


w as discovered in Fairless Hills. 
Falls Township police sent the 
ice to a laboratory for investiga­ 
tion. 
Other pieces have dropped on 
Philadelphia and other areas of 
the state. So far no explanation 
has been made. 
AII State Troopers were order­ 
ed to assist in the statewide in­ 
vestigation of the mystery by a 
police teletype sent from Harris­ 
burg this week, 
Cpl. Keith Dane, of the F air­ 


less Hills Barracks, Slate Po­ 
lice, said if any ice is discov­ 
ered 
in the area troopers will 
attempt to preserve it and ship 
it 
to 
police 
laboratories 
in 
Harrisburg for analysis. 
The police, acting in coordina­ 
tion with the Pennsylvania Aero­ 
nautics Commission, hope to de- 
lermine the source of the form a­ 
tions, their composition, and the 
reason they are falling. 
Thus far officials have reports 
of six such incidents, all 
in 


Pennsylvania.

state

spokesman said he heard re­ 
ports of similar ice drops in 


(alifornia. 
Of the six ice cakes reported 


to headquarters here only two 
have been analyzed, one by the 


state police and the other by a 
commercial laboratory In Read­ 


ing. 
The Reading laboratory theo­ 
rized the cake it examined was 


formed somewhere over the west­ 
ern part of the I'nited States, 
carried east by the high altitude 
jet stream , and deposited 
in 
Berks County when it became 
too heavy to be supported by the 
air current. 
Sgt. Elm er J. Bottiglier, the 
state police chemist who analyzed 
a second specimen from Berks 
County w hich fell early last Au­ 
gust, believes that it had a less 
mysterious origin. 
Bottiglier said the ice he ex­ 


amined contained chips of aliimi- 
inum alloy metal - microscopic­ 
ally small and shaped like lathe 
turnings as well as specks of 
leaves and stems and small col­ 
ored cloth fibers. 
No radioac­ 
tivity was found. 
Sgt. Bcttiglier leans heavily to 
ward the theory the ice is form­ 
ed on high flying aircraft. 
“ T h e s e ‘Stratocruisers’ and 
other high altitude planes have 
de-icers to prevent the form­ 
ation of ice when they pass 


through moisture-laden clouds,” 
he said. “ But on many planes, 
between the fuselage and first 
engine, there is a section of the 
w ing w ithout de-icing equipment 
where ice forms four lo five 
inches thick and four or five 
feet long. 
The microscopic a l u m i n u m 
chips are similar to aircraft me­ 
tal and the small fibers may be 
from cloths used lo wipe the 
planes, he suggested. 
Cpl. William Hall, working with 


the state Aeronautics Commis­ 
sion, on the investigation, h a t 
another 
theory. 
Hall said there are Indications 
that one piece of ice reported to 
have fallen from the sky had 
actually been left in a field one 
morning by a passing milkman. 
“ Now, that's just a possibility;” 
Hall emphasized. “ I certainly 
don’t think all these reports are 
hoaxes, but I'm also not con­ 
vinced that they all fell from 
the sky.”
